It is physicially impossible 
to do so, although each of the three 
Units attempts through clinics, visits 
of the County 
nurse, 
inspection 
of 
school children and through other en­ 
deavors, to meet those demands. 
At the present time there exist hos­ 
pitals in Poplar Bluff, Cape Girardeau 
and Cairo, 111., to mention the three 
nearest. 
Sikeston has its Emergency 
Hospital, upon which now falls 
the 
brunt of charity work, and a small 
portion of the legitimate, paid work 
of the territory. 
Under the proposed plan, 
a 
first 
class 25 or 30-bed hospital with mod­ 
ern facilities would be erected local­ 
ly. 
All doctors in the city might, if 
they wish, concentrate their activity 
upon charity cases in this one insti­ 
tution, and bring to this focal point, 
also, their individual “ pay” patients. 
That, however, would include only the 
Sikeston side of the picture. 
The other side, 
and 
one 
which 
should appeal to those who wish 
to 
curtail county 
expenses, 
would call 
for concentration 
of County health 
units for the three counties of Miss­ 
issippi, New Madrid and 
Scott.

believe that any one of the three coun­

dry legion, and especially those 
o 
the W. C. T. U., very genially; they 
were wrong, no doubt, but they had 
suffered a great deal from boozy has- 
bands, and most of them, 
at 
worst, 
were nice old mammas, straight ou 
of Godey’s Ladies’ Book. 
But 
when 
Senator Jarues A. Reed’s 
commit e 
began plodding into their doings 
it 
became plain at once that many 
o 
them were not nice at all; on the con­ 
trary, they turned out to be viragoes 
of the most 
anthropophagous 
sort, 
with little more gentleness or squeam- 
ishnes in them than so many politic­ 
ians. 
Today they are so lightly es­ 
teemed that even the more pruden. 
sort of Prohibitionist whoopers are 
shy of them, and never 
bring 
them 
forward if it can be avoided. In brief, 
their support of the Methodist hellen- 
ium, which used to be its chief asset, 
is now a heavy liability. 
Every time 
they do their war dance and shake 
their pantalettes they win recruits for 


the wets. 
1 suspect that the newspaper pho­ 
tographers—a much 
underestimated 
class of men, particularly in the news­ 
paper offices—are largely to blame 
for the change, even beyond Ur. Reed. 
If you will follow their work for 
a 
little while you will find that 
they 
always exercise their art upon 
the 
homeliest W. C. T. U. sisters 
they 
can find. 
Not infrequently, 
indeed, 
they unearth specimens so appalling­ 
ly hideous that it is hard to imagine 
a self-respecting God creating them. 
Per contra, they usually discover very 
pretty girls to represent gin 
and 
liberty. 
The public effect of this en­ 
lightened discretion is hard to esti­ 
mate statistically, but it must be im­ 
mense. 
For every time the dry bel­ 


dames meet and effigies of them are 


printed, thousands of readers recoil in 


horror, as from an autopsy or a Meth­ 
odist revival and every time the wet 
gals are pictured 
there 
are 
soft 
whistles and poetical thoughts. 
The suffragettes—now, alas, almost 
forgotten, so evanescent is immoital- 
ity!—won their great victory largely 
by putting their most sightly sweeties 
into the forefront of the 
fray. 
So 
long as they relied upon the Susan B 
Anthonys and Dr. Mary Walkers 
to 
fight for them, most of the space they 
got was in the comic papers, 
lead 
only in ribald barber shops. But when 
they began to recruit and thrust for­ 
ward their Inez 
Milhollands, 
they 
were taken very seriously, and in 
a 
short while 
they had 
the 
priceless 
boon of the vote, and were 
delivered 
from white slavery. 
How well I re­ 
member the delegation they sent 
to 
Washington at the time of the second 
Wilson inaugural in 1917, to picket 
the White House! 
It consisted 
of 
such ravishing charmers that the very 
cops stood thunderstruck, and 
newspaper reporter in town had his 
shoes shined and bought a new neck­ 
tie. 
Behind the scenes, to be sure, 
there were plenty of ladies who were 
long in wisdom, but short on hauty, 
but they were kept hidden. 
The bat­ 
tle line was held by cuties exclusively. 
Unfortunately, the sisters of thi 
w. c. T. U. cannot resort to this de 
vice, for Christian endeavor is noto­ 
riously hard on female 
pulchritude, 
and not many of the younger members 
of the sex are dry.

Mrs. Madeline Buchanan Gill of C lear­ 
water. 
It is generally accepted as 
a 
fact that the son of Louis XVI 
and 
Marie Antoinette died 
in prison 
in 
France during the French Revolution, 
in which his royal father and m other 
were guillotined, but various theories 
of his survival have been 
advanced 
from time to tim e— as has been the 
case also in the death of m any other 
romantice figures. 
According to Mrs. Gill, the Dauphin 
escaped to Canada and had a son who 
was reared by the American sta te s­ 
man, John C. Calhoun. 
Mrs. Gill says 
her story is based on documents of th e 
late Princess de Montygron of Bel­ 
gium, whose estate is nowr in litig a­ 
tion in Tampa. 
Mrs. Gill says that, after the 
be­ 
heading of Marie Antoinette in 1794, 
the Countess Cabarras used her wiles 
on Barras, one of the directors of the 
new republican regime, to sm uggle the 
Dauphin to Naples, Due d’A varay in­ 


terfered, the story goes on, and took 
the Dauphin to a chateau near Paris, 
from where 
he 
was 
subsequently 
spirited away by Count Charles Mercy j 
A rgenteau, an ancestor of the P rin ­ 
ces de Montgylon. 
Mrs, Gill believes the Dauphin, dis­ 
guised as a girl, was taken to Holland 
by the Count and then to Canada by 
the wife of the Duke of Orleans.

wife of the Duke, it is said, assumed

Through Count Argenteau, accord­ 
ing to Mrs. Gill, Calhoun was inform ­ 
ed of the D auphin’s presence in Can­ 
ada and later became guardian of his 
son. 
Meanwhile, royalists plotted

restoration, first 
of the Dauphin and 
then of the Dauphin's son, 
but 
all 
their plans failed. 
So the supposed Dauphin’s son grew 
to manhood with the Calhoun family 
in South Carolina as Jam es Henry de 
Rion, m arried Mary Catherine \\ ier 


at H arrisburg, Pa., on December 11, 
1851, and died in Winnsboro, S. C. in 
1886.

"Familiarity 
with gasoline should 
not make one less cautious of the 
dangers attending its use,” says Wil­ 
liam H. Stewart, Jr., president of the 
Stewart Automobile school. 
“While It 
te well to know the safe side of gaso­ 
line, it is far more important to know 
the dangerous side. 
People who han­ 
dle gasoline continually are apt to 
overlook the fact that danger is al­ 
ways 
present, 
lurking 
unseen, 
but 
ready to work harm as soon as the 
conditions are right for an explosion 
•r a fire. 
“Probably the greatest danger comes 
from the fact that the vapor is very 
feeavy and colorless. 
Since it cannot 
be seen, there is little indication of 
its presence. 
It may accumulate at 
the bottom of a closed room or on 
the floor of a garage until some one 
drops a lighted match and sets fire 
to it. 
When allowed to accumulate 
in this manner its explosive power Is 
tremendous. 
“It is evident, then, that care must 
be taken to avoid such accumulation. 
Keep the premises ventilated so that 
the vapor will be dissipated as fast as 
it is formed. 
Do not spill gasoline, 
being especially careful while filling 
tanks. 
One of the most dangerous 
devices is a gasoline sprayer, used in 
cleaning the motor. 
It should never 
be used in a garage, and Is not safe 
even in the open air. 
The operator 
sprays the gasoline on different parts 
of the engine as he uses the brush. 
By this process enormous quantities 
of vap«»r form which travel to a con­ 
siderable distance

When washing out a filter, such as 
an oil filter, care should be taken to 
pass the gasoline or other washing 
fluid through the wire gauze In the 
direction opposite to the normal flow 
of oil through the device.

souri. 
This collection of nearly a half 
million insects is considered by 
Dr. 
Leonard Haseman, head of the Uni­ 
versity entom ology department, to be 
one of the best we3t of the M ississippi 
River. 
The insect collection is only one of 
several thousand gifts of one kind or 
another which, if placed in a single 
museum building on the U niversity 
campus, would prove to be one of the 
largest in the State. 
Scattered about 
in the various University buildings at 
present are gifts ranging from a port­ 
hole in the Battleship Maine to 
the 
skeleton of a whale. 
Included in the museum attractions 
would be agricultural equipment and 
im plem ents used during 
the 
early 
history of Missouri, an ethnology col­ 
lection, an animal and plant exhibi­ 
tion, early printing 
equipment 
and 
books and papers, military arms, med­ 
ical collections, and exhibits of ancient 
and modern art. 
When the department of entomology 
was started in the University, 1864, 
there w as begun a collection of speci­ 
mens for instruction purposes. Grad­ 
ually the group expanded as gifts 
of 
rare insects, butterflies, moths, bees 
and the like were made. 
Wooden cas­ 
es were used for hopsing the 
speci­ 
mens. 
These cases would easily 
be 
destroyed by fire and the museum lost. 
As it is, fum igation is necessary as a 
constant guard against little 
“mu­ 
seum pests” which like to get in the 
cases and eat away portions of 
the 
insects.

The suffragettes— now, alas, almost 
forgotten, so evanescent is immortal­ 
ity !— won their great victory largely 
by putting their most sightly sweeties 
into the forefront of the 
fray.

long as they relied upon the Susan B. 
Anthonys and Dr. Mary Walkers 
to

only in ribald barber shops. But when

Heat and drouth are 
playing havoc with the melons though 
the vines appear to be strong and able 
to produce more melons if rain comes 
in time. 
Total shipments from Georgia

responding period of last year, 
and 
railroads figured that to the current 
week-end the total movement 
from 
Georgia had reached 
approximately 
2000 cars. 
Reports this week indicate, 
how­ 
ever, that if rains do not come at once 
the melon deal in south Georgia will 
be practically cleaned up by the end 
of this or the first of the coming week. 
The heat is worse than last year and 
last year the melons had reached good 
size so that ripening was hastened by 
the dry weather. 
This season it

difficult to get melons above 26 pounds 
and those that weigh 28 and 30 pounds 
are bought at a considerable premium. 
Few melons weighing 40 pounds have 
come into sight anywhere in the mel­ 
on belt of Georgia and it is doubtful if 
there will be any such melons unless 
weather conditions change quickly.

The State Board of Health or the 
Missouri Society for Crippled Children 
will furnish you with more facts con­ 
cerning the disease, its transmission, 
its treatm ent, and recovery. However, 
here are a few facts that every par- 
en should know: 
Every slight illness in your child 
should be watched with suspicion, es­ 
pecially during an epidemic, and the 
family doctor should 
be 
called 
a t 
once. 
If a positive diagnosis can be ob­ 
tained before paralysis occurs, con­ 
valescent or other serums can be ad­ 
ministered with excellent chance 
of 


ists, orthopedic surgeons, hospitals, 
or laboratories in Kansas City and St. 
Louis. 
If paralysis has already occurred 
much of its effects can be overcome if 
proper measures are undertaken 
at 
once while the child is still 
in bed. 
Practically all disabling 
deformities 
can be prevented if complete rest for 
both well and paralysed muscles 
is 
insured immediately by proper han­ 
dling, by braces or splints that main­ 
tain complete rest, and later by care­ 
fully guided ‘passive and active” ex­ 
ercise.

INADEQUATE FACILITIES 
ENDANGER STATE MUSEUM 
WORLD’S LARGEST WRIST 
WATCH WEIGHS 13 POUNDS 


Columbia, July 7.—For lack of pro­ 
per building facilities, a $50,000 mu­ 
seum collection of insects that 
have 
been acquired dateing from the Civil 
War is daily endangered by fire and 
“museum posts” in Whitten Hall, old­ 
est of the agricultural buildings 
on 
the campus of the University of Mis­ 
souri. This collection of nearly a half 
million insects is considered by 
Dr. 
Leonard Haseman, head of the Uni­ 
versity entomology department, to be 
one of the best west of the Mississippi 
River. 
The insect collection is only one of 
several thousand gifts of one kind or 
another which, if placed in a single 
museum building on the University 
campus, would prove to be one of the 
largest in the State. 
Scattered about 
in the various University buildings at 
present are gifts ranging from a port­ 
hole in the Battleship Maine to 
the 
skeleton of a whale. 
Included in the museum attractions 
would be agricultural equipment and 
implements used during 
the 
early 
history of Missouri, an ethnology col­ 
lection, an animal and plant exhibi­ 
tion, early printing 
equipment 
and 
books and papers, military arms, med­ 
ical collections, and exhibits of ancient 
and modern art. 
When the department of entomology 
was started in the University, 1864, 
there was begun a collection of speci­ 
mens for instruction purposes. Grad­ 
ually the group expanded as gifts of 
rare insects, butterflies, moths, bees 
and the like were made. Wooden cas­ 
es were used for housing the 
speci­ 
mens. 
These cases would easily 
be 
destroyed by fire and the museum lost. 
As it is, fumigation is necessary as a 
constant guard against little 
“mu­ 
seum pests” which like to get in the 
cases and eat away portions of 
the 
insects.
